Just An Experiment 


Passengers Flown From Washington 
To California Facing Backward 
Like the mythical bird that didn’t 

care where he was going but wanted 

to see where he had just been, a 

plane-load of passengers flew from 

Washington to California facing 

backward. 

It was an air transport command 
experiment, applying new safety 
theories and testing passenger re- 
action, 

The plane is a standard C-54 with 
all seats reversed, facing the tail. It

Better In’ Canada 


Canadian Dollar Buys More Than 
-Dollar In United States 

The St. Catharines ‘Standard says 
Washington reports, taking 1941 as 
a& yardstick for the dollar at 100 
cents, that the value of the American 
dollar has shrunk to a current 69 
cents. This is arrived at from the 
cost of living index. 

Goods scarcity, housing shortage 
and abnormally high rentals, high 
prices of staple food commodities, 
are all factors in the inflationary 
trend. The assumption is that after 
the first flurry, following decontrol, 
in the United States, the decline in 
the value of the dollar will halt. 

The question mark is: What is the 
Canadian dollar worth as compared 
to 1939? That its value has gone 
down somewhat, that a dollar won't 
go nearly as far now as a few years 
ago is obvious. But when Canadian 
and American prices are compared 
for such things as butter, meats, 
even milk, and many other essentials, 
it is certain that the Canadian posi- 
tion is more favorable on the whole 
for the average consumer. This is 
only possible by retention of certain 
controls and also by the system of 
subsidies, which is still in force for 
a considerable number of commodi- 
ties, including household coal, as one 
example.

In no field of scientific offort has 
there been in recent years a greater 
or a more rapid advance than in 
Agricultural Research. In none, 
__ however, has progress been so grudg- 

ingly acknowledged or its com- 
mercial value so short-sightedly 
under-rated. ‘ 

The farmers of Western Canada 
have already bi tesy immense finan- 
cial benefits from agricultural re- 
search, ‘Take, for instance, the 
development of rust resistant 
wheats. .It has been estimated that, 
during the oyer period 1938-1943, 
the growing of wheat varieties resist- 
ant to stem rust (Thatcher, Renown, 
Apex and Regent) ircreased the 
average annual farm income in 
“ Manitoba and eastern Saskatchewan 
alone by $27,240,000. ¢ 

Similar financial benefits, even if 
less pronounced, have resulted from 
research work in relation to the 
tehabilitation of drought areas, the 
control of soil erosion, weeds, field 
crop insects, and the development of 
disease resistant varieties of oats, 
barley, flax, and other field crops. 
It is difficult to exaggerate the 
economic value of such research. 

Government stabilization and con- 
trol of farm prices »y long term 
trade agreements may produce, at 
least temporarily, a measure of 
security for the prairie farmer.
